II!  parents  of  this,  the  (.'arliest   known  of  the  inaiiN'  siK-eeedim^  John   Ilayners,  came  from  somewhere 

n  til.'  north  of  Kn,i;land  and  settled  in  a  small  town  called  'W'ooilhouse.  s  or  Id  miles  north  of  Newark 

on  the  ri\er  Trent,  Knulaini,  aliout  HCd.      .\.fter  their  arrival  at  this  place  and  liefore  they  liad  formed 

;mi_\-  ae(|iia;ntanees  with  tlieir  iiei;^hliors,  the\'  were  hoth  taken  sick  and  died,  leavin;^  their  small  son  John 

an  orphan,  and  without  means  of  ,sui)port. 

Our  family  history  therefore  starts  from  this  date,  for  the  ui\'en  names  of  his  parents  are  not  known. 

John  w,is  eared  for  and  educated  liy  the  Parish  and  at  the  ai;e  of  1  i  was  apprenticed  to  a  Fell-nion-er, 
or  tanner  and  dyer  of  slieei>-skins  and  manufacturer  of  ij|o\<s  and  leather  elotliiim. 

.Vfter  scr\in:;  7  years  at  his  traile  he  starteil  a  liusines^  in  (In-  same  line  for  himself,  liut  later  on  in  life 
he  s,ild  this  liusini-ss  and  jjurehased  .'ri  acres  of  "Freehold  l-aiid"'. 

This  Freehold  laud  beloiii,'ed  to  the  Church  of  iMiuland  and  could  not  lie  sohl  oiitri-ht,  hut  three  jiersous 
were  chosen  hy  the  i>arties  to  the  ciuitract  and  when  the  last  of  these  had  died,  then  the  land  re\  erted  to  the 
Chur.h. 

He  lived  cm  this  land  until  liis  death  in   l.s:!-',  after  a  life  of  oxer  '.i)  years.      His  life  was  one  of  hard 
l.ihor  and  ee(Uiiun\-.  hut  he  iie\  er  sucieeiled  in  payim;-  all  of  the  orii;inal  delit  mi  this  freehohl. 

He  married  early  in  life  and  his  wife  was  a  \er\'  industrious  and  kind-hearted  woman,  hut  we  lia\e 
ii<>  reeoril  of  either  her  first  or  famil\-  name,  and  she  died  in   IS.'ST.

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CHAPTER  ONE 

JOHN   RAYXKK   II. 

THIS  piiuieer  of  the  Raxner  family  ill  Aiiu'rica  was  linni  at  Kiu'sall.  Kimlaiul,  blanch  1,  IT!).').  At  an 
early  ago  lie  was  .sent  to  .school,  ami  heini;  of  a  studious  di^iiosition.  sooii  af(|uired  what  was  then  ciMi- 
sidered  a  very  troud  ediu  atioii  in  the  common  hranche,^  of  >tud>  . 

At  the  age  of  fourteen  he  was  a[)prenticed  to  two  men.  one  a  carpenter,  the  other  a  cal)iiiet  maker. 
Two  years  later  his  eniployiT^  iii>Nol\ed  partnership  and  lie  continued  in  the  enijiloy  (jf  the  cahinet  maker, 
wliosc  name  \\as  Day. 

He  spent  seven  years  in  learning  his  trade  and  liccame  a  skilh-i!  workman. 

.\t  sixteen  years  of  age  he  was  converted  and  joined  the  MetlR)dist  Society,  and  later  became  a 
I)reacher  of  the  go.^pel  in  that  denomination. 

At  the  age  of  twenty-one  he  married  I-dizatieth  ^^'ainwTight  who  was  a  daughter,  hy  his  first  wife, 
of  Joseph  Wainwright.  from  whom  the  Wainwrights  in  America  are  descended. 

A  sliort  time  after  his  marriage  they  moved  to  Sheffield,  hut  after  living  there  one  year  mo\  ed  to 
Mansfield.  PVom  this  place  they  moved  after  about  twt)  years  to  Red-mile,  a  small  country  town  al^out 
a  mile  from  Beaver  Castle. 

During  their  residence  at  this  place  (irand-father  Hayner  worked  on  the  new  part  of  this  castle  whicli 
he  said  was  a  nuigiiificent  specimen  of  the  builder's  art.  The  floors  were  made  of  alternate  white  and  dark 
l)oards,  and  were  planed  so  true  and  le^■el  that  an  ivory  l)iHiard  ball,  which  was  used  l)v  the  workmen  in 
testing  their  work,  would  not  roll  in  any  ilirection  when  ])laced  njjon  the  finished  floor.  .VU  this  ])laneing 
and  poli^liing  was  done  after  the  floors  were  laid,  which  ni.ide  it  a  long  and  arduous  task. 

This  castle  had  been  so  long  in  building  that  one  set  of  men  were  w(jrking  on  rejjairs  while  another 
set    were   working  on   the   unfinished   iiart. 

They  next  moved  to  Nottingham,  and  after  six  nionlli-.  to  Radford,  and  then  to  Ison  Cireen.  Here 
tliey  li\ed  for  about  eight  years,  or  until  the\'  started  to  the  I  nited  States.  By  selling  most  of  their  per.^onal 
effects  they  were  able  to  raise  aliount  one  hundred  gold  sovereigns  (Knglish  Pounds)  and  had  about  that 
much  more  in  notes  which  they  were  compelled  to  take  on  buildings  he  had  erected  in  the  neighborhood. 

So  with  this  small  sum  of  money,  and  with  six  small  chihlren,  they  set  their  faces  toward  a  new  land 
of  [)romise  with  a  hope  of  bettering  their  condition  in  life.  They  embarked  from  Li\er])ofil  on  the  sailing 
vessel  "Edgar  of  London",  with  lUD  passengers,  on  June  3(1.  1SI50,  and  arrived  in  New  York  Bay  on  -Vug. 
1-tth.  after  a  stormy  and  dangerous  vijyage  of  six  weeks. 

They  next  day  they  landed  in  the  city  and  after  a  few  days  took  a  steam-boat  to  Albany;  then  a 
earial-boat  tf>  Buffalo,  and  then  on  to  Cleveland  in  a  lake  ve.-sel.  Here  they  rented  a  house  and  remained 
during  the  fall  and  winter  of  18.S()-31.  Grandfather  worked  at  his  trade  for  awhile,  but  after  the  weather 
became  cold  enough  to  freeze  the  streams  so  they  could  be  crossed  with  a  wagon,  he,  in  com[)any  with  two 
other  men  and  his  eldest  son  (William)  started  toward  the  interior  of  the  state,  to  find  an  advantageous 
location  for  permanent  settlement.  They  traveled  through  Mansfield,  Columbus,  and  Springfield,  to  Xenia 
where  after  a  few  days  he  left  his  son  with  a  farmer  and  went  on  to  Piqiia.  Here  he  found  an  o[)ening  for 
liis  trade  of  carpenter  and  in  the  spring  of  1S31  moved  his  family  to  that  place,  where,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  years  on  a  farm  at  Chickasaw,  Mercer  County,  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

Many  of  the  old  frame  houses  that  he  built  in  Piipui  still  remain  as  a  reminder  of  his  industry,  and 
besides  being  a  preacher  of  the  gospel,  he  was  at  times  elected  to  fill  some  official  post  of  responsibility  in 
the    town. 

.\ll  the  later  years  of  his  life  were  s])ent  in  the  small  frame  house  on  the  south  side  of  Bcjone  street, 
near  Caldwell,  and  here  his  children  and  grand-children  were  always  sure  of  a  hearty  welct)me. 

His  death  occurred  on  Aug.  51,  1871,  and  he  was  buried  at  the  McKinney  cemetery  north  of  Piqua. 

ELIZABETH  ( WAIXWRKHITj  RAYNER. 

Grand-mother  Rayner,  wife  of  John  Raynerll.  was  born  at  Newark,  England,  X'ov.  8,  17!)3.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  J(jse[)h  Wainwright  i)y  his  first  wife,  her  mother  dying  two  years  after  her  birth. 

Her  father  soon  married  again  and  had  four  more  children,  one  dying  in  infanc\'.  Her  two-half 
brothers  were  William,  who  went  to  London,  and  Joseph,  who  came  to  the  Ui.ited  States  anil  settled  at  Bo-.lon 
Center,  Xeu   York. 

Her  half-sister  married  and  lixed  at  .Xottinghani,  England,  where  her  step-mother  died  in  183.5.

WILLIAM  RAYNKH,  Llu'ol(lr>t  m.u  ..f.Iolm  aii.l  Llizal.i-tli  iWainwri-hti  Rmvikt.  was  l.oni  at  Sli.'Ki.'l.l. 
KnillaiKl.  Aui:.  14.  1S17.  Karly  in  llfo  lu-  \\a-~  ix-rinitti'd  to  attend  vciiodl  and  in  ciTtaiii  stndic.-.  niaili' 
satisfactory  adwinceniont. 

He  was  just  tliirtrcn  \ear>  old  when  tlic  faniil\-  Iandc<i  in  New  York,  and  jn--t  fourteen  wlien  lie  arri\-ed 
at  I'ifiiia. 

For  a  nunilior  of  year>  after  settlinii  in  l*if|iia  lie  and  his  hrotlier  John  heljied  their  Father  with  such 
assisteiicc  as  they  could  in  jireparini;  lunilier  and  liuildinii  houses.  He  was  w  ith  the  family  a  jiart  of  the  tinie 
(hiriniT  their  residence  at  Chickasaw,  Mercer  County,  liut  soon  returned  to  I'i(|ua  and  worked  for  John 
Keyt.  Sr..  who  was  then  the  leadin;i  contraclor  of  the  town. 

This  was  in  IS.'id,  and  durinir  the  nexl  few  year-,  he  atten(ic<l  niulit  school  and  aKo  sa\(>d  onoui;h  money 
to  go  to  college.  He  Hnished  a  two-year  coiu'se  at  (irancille  ('ollei;e  in  lSt-2.  ami  after  returniuii'  to  I'iqua 
resumed   his   trade   of   cariientrc. 

He  was  married  to  Rachel  Scudder  Oct.  17.  184:5.  and  soon  afterward  started  patterii-niakiiii:  for 
Rouzer  &  ("lark.      It  wa.s  here,  in  lS4(i,  that  lie  made  the  jjatterns  for  the  first  heating;- stove  ever  cast  l\\  l'i(|ua. 

The  stove  was  too  heavy,  so  the  patterns  were  reduced,  Init  he  l)OUf;ht  this  first  stove  and  it  i>  still 
owned   and    used    liy    his   youngest    son. 

His  wife.  Rai-hel.  died  in  KSlD.  an<l  on  Apr.  S.  1S.-)(I  he  marri.-d  Catharine  J.  Barrett  of  Troy.  Ohio. 

In  the  sjirini;  of  1S.')'2  th(\v  mo\ed  to  a  farm  of  1-20  acre>  ahont  four  miles  west  of  Pi(iua  on  the  \  er- 
sailles  Road.  In  18.');!  they  Mild  the  hou-e  and  .JO  acres  off  the  north  end  of  their  farm  and  moved  hack  to 
I'iqua. 

Here   he  resununl   his   trade  of  carpenter,   and   lieside  hiiildini;   a    numher  of   houvcs   for  other   pcojile. 
built  one  for  himself  on  ^^'est  North  Street,  and  also  a  house  antl  liarn  on  the  remaining  70  acres  west  of  town. 

They  moved  out  to  this  place  in  March  l,S.")f>.  and  then  to  a  |iortion  of  the  old  Keyt  farm  jii>t  west 
of  Piqua  in  March.  1S(U.  where  he  remained  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  died  on  .Jan.  -IS.  181)4.  and  is 
huried  in  the  McKinney  cemetery  north  of  I'i(|ua. 

RACHEL  (SCUDDFR.  RAYXER. 

Rachel  \'alentine.  first  wife  of  \Villiani  Rayner,  was  horn  alxnit  three  miles  north  of  Piffua  on  .\ui;. 
'2-2.  lS-21.  Her  father  was  Richard  \'alentine  and  her  mother's  maiden  name  was  Rachel  ^^'inans.  Her 
mother  dietl  a  few  tlays  after  her  liirth.  and  w  hen  she  was  ahout  two  months  old  she  was  adopted  by  neighbors 
named  James  and  Anna  Scudder.  The  Sciidders  mo\ed  to  Piipia  in  hS.J.'v.  and  here  Rachel  spent  her  school 
days  and  took  a  prominent  part  in  the  .social  life  of  the  town  and  church.  The  Scudders  were  leading:  meni- 
l)ers  of  the  Methodist  E|)iscoi)al  Church,  but  when  that  church  became  divided  on  the  C|uesti<m  of  sla\-ery, 
they,  with  other  [jrominent  families  withdrew  and  formed  a  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church.  William  Rayner, 
to  whom  Rachel  was  ciiiiauefl  to  be  married,  also  joined  this  new  conicregation,  and  the  two  churches  were 
not  again  uniteil  until  the  Civil  War  removed  the  cause  of  their  division. 

Rachel  and  William  Rayner  were  married  by  Rev.  P.  A.  Ogden  on  Oct.  17,  184.'),  and  lived  for  several 
year.>   with   the   Scudilers. 

Rachel  was  not  strong,  ami  after  the  birth  of  her  second  child  gradually  became  weaker,  until  after 
several  years  of  sufi'eriim  --he  died  on  the  morning  of  April  .'3,  1849.  ."slie  was  buried  next  day  in  the  Mc- 
Kinney cemetery  near  her  early  home.

From  here,  in  lSS-2,  they  went  to  Clearwater,  Nehr.,  where  after  a  time 
he  .secured  a  uo\ernmeut  nuiil  route,  on  which  he  continued  until  his  death  which  occurred  Sept.  6,  ISSS, 
at  a  house  on  his  route.  He  \\a-  buried  about  se\en  miles  north  of  Clearwater,  but  later  his  comrades  of 
the  G.  .\.  R.  I'o.-t  moved  his  remains  to  the  cemetery  at  Clearwater. 

The  compiler  of  this  hi>tory  >till  has,  and  is  u-ini.',  the  old-double-bitted  ax  which  Uncle  Jabe  left  in 
Piqiia  when  they  moved  to  Missouri  in  1>S7().

Mary  .V.  Denni>.  was  born  in  Kniilaml.  Jan.  1,"),  1841).  Her  father  died  soon  after  her  liirth,  and  her 
mother  then  married  a  Mr.  Colby,  and  in  a  short  time  came  to  Ohio  and  settle<l  in  Shelby  C\)unty. 

Mary  hail  \ery  little  chance  for  obtaininu'  a  school  edvication.  but  in  matters  pertaining  to  home  life 
she  was  unexcelled,  and  though  her  life  was  not  dexoid  of  hardshiiis,  it  was  one  of  constant  devotion  to  her 
family   and   friends. 

She  died  May  -2,  lSil.'5,  and  was  buried  at  I'lymouth,  Misxuiri. 

Jabez  and  Mar\-  Rayncr  were  the  parents  of  six  children,  four  l)oys  ami  two  girls.

From  a  \"er,\'  >mall  rhild  >he  had  lieen  reliuiou-ly  im-lined.  ^oon 
joinini:  the  M.  K.  chnrch.  and  a-;  -he  irrew  older.  tani:ht  in  Snmlay--chool  and  Mi->ion  to  (•la--e>  of  little 
children. 

Her  nohle  (■hara<ter  and  cheerful  di>|)o>ition  not  only  won  for  her  the  lo\e  of  lhe>e  little  ones,  hnt 
that   of   the  older   people   a-   well. 

She  ili<l  not  take  up  the  -tudy  of  niu>ie  until  fourteen  years  of  a^e,  Iiut  with  her  natural  talent  and 
tireles>  de\(ition  to  the  work,  -he  -oon  lieeame  an  arti-t  of  note.  Imtli  on  the  piano  ami  \iolin.  She  pl.i.xed 
a  great  deal  to  the  puKlic.  and  later  heeanie  a  director  in  her  own  orche-tra  conipan.w  Imt  dnriiiL;  all  tlii- 
time  she  continued  to  donatio  her  talent    to  ("hurch  work. 

She  was  married  to  Mr.  Harold  F.  Mt'("<indi.  an  In-fructor  in  the  State  rni\er.-it\-  of  Xelira-ka.  on 
June   1-2.   llH-2.  and  their  few    year-  of  lo\ini;  companion-hi|)  were  tilled   with   happine--. 

Not  only  in  PiieMo.  Lincoln,  and  other  cities  of  the  Middle  \\'est  were  her  talents  api)reciatefl.  hut 
she  received  iireat  honor  the  early  months  of  the  present  \ear  tiy  i)layiim'  an  important  part  in  a  larue  sym- 
phony orchestra  in  the  San  Diego  World's  Fair,  and  only  returned  to  her  home  in  Lincoln.  Nebraska  the 
first  of  June. 

Soon  after  their  marriaire  her  luislnmd  had  taken  up  scientific  work  for  the  government,  and  tlii- 
year  was  employed  along  the  1".  S.  and  Canada  boundary  line,  making  ol)ser\  ations  ftjr  the  I'.  S.  Coast  ami 
Geodetic  Sur\'ey. 

Mabelle  had  accompanied  her  hu-band  to  his  fiehl  of  labor  and  they  had  ju-t  returnetl  to  Pendiinijn 
N.  Dakota,  from  a  pleasure  trip  to  Winnepeg,  Manitoba.  He  had  fini-hed  his  work  in  thi-  \icinit\-.  and  on 
July  1j,  10L5.  hired  an  automobile  to  take  them  t(j  his  ne.xt  station. 

They  were  enjoying  the  fine  trip  through  the  immen-e  wheat-fields  of  that  region,  and  all  went  well 
until  they  ajiproached  the  I'embima  River,  where  it  was  neces.-ary  to  de-cend  a  long  ijrade  which  curved 
around  the  iu_di  blutis  overlookin;/  the  valley.  Here  the  brakes  on  the  machine  failed  to  do  their  work.

Neither  of  the  men  were  injured,  but  ^Llbelle  lay  (piietly  on  Iier  side  and  near 
her  beloved  violin,  an  in-trument  which  she  [)ri/.ed  very  highly,  for  it  was  maile  and  ])resente(l  to  her  by  her 
father. 

But  her  eyes  were  clo>ed  to  the  world  fore\er.  and  in  but  a  few  moments  she  gentl\-  cxjiired  in  the 
arms   of   her   husband.

Siiine  idea  of  its  maunitiule  may  ho  ^'aiiieil  from  the  fact  that  i)\er  a  hmi<lreil  men  had  Keen 
\v<irkin,u  on  it  fur  twenty  _\ear-~  and  it  was  then  (inl\-  ahcuit  two-thir<!s  ennipk'ted.  My  fatlier  and  another 
man   wurked  twenty-one  (hiy>  at   a  .-in:;le  doorway. 

My  next  rememhranee  is  of  a  stoekini;  wea\er  in  Xottinuliam.  a  kind  ohi  man  who  h\ed  next  door 
to  ns  and  U>t  me  come  into  his  shop  and  |)hiy  with  his  tools. 

Our  next  move  wa.s  to  Ison  Greene,  and  onr  nearly  ei^lit  year^  residence  in  thi^  place  l)rin;^s  to  my  mind 
the  ha])piest  part  of  my  early  life. 

I  \\a.s  always  inclined  toward  an  out-iloor  life  and  soon  liccame  proficient  in  snch  i,'aine>  as  marliies. 
i)ntlons,  shnttle-cock  ami  hattle-door.  spiiuiini:'  tops,  flying  kites,  shooting  with  liow  and  arrow,  anil  in  run- 
ninjj   race^. 

I  was  \-ory  \entnresome  too.  and  spent  mnch  of  niy  time  in  clinihini:'  <i\-er  the  lion-e>  my  father  was 
huildin.i,'.  climliim.'  up  the  chimney-  like  a  ciiimney-sweep.  or  np  the  talle.■^t  trees,  and  all  this  at  the  expen-e 
of    my    studies. 

And  it  was  wliih-  we  were  at  Ison  (ireen  tliat  I  made  twii  \i.-.its  to  my  yrandiuotlier.  once  alone  when 
I  was  about  se\"en.  and  once  witli  luother  John  when  I  wa-  aliout  eleven  year-  ohI.  Slie  li\'ed  on  a  farm 
al)out  thirty  miles  away,  which  was  c[uite  a  lonir  trip  for  such  small  hoys. 

Granihnother  tauiiht  me  to  whistle  and  to  i)lait  rushes,  and  she  used  to  put  cream  on  my  toast  and 
a])])les  in  niy  pocket.  Then  tliere  were  minnow^  in  tlie  lirook.  and  a  real  ilark  woods  at  the  end  of  the  field, 
jusl  like  the  one  in  whicii  the  dear  little  children  were  hnricd  with  leaves  liy  the  roliins. 

Durinii  these  years  I  went  to  >cliool  at  interval-,  and  1)\'  the  time  I  was  tweUe,  was  f|uite  i)roficient 
in  reading,   writing,  and  arithmetic,   the  latter  licing   my  fa\'oiite  -tu<ly. 

My  father  and  mother  were  both  i)reacher-  of  tlie  l*rimiti\e  Methotlists,  and  I  remember  going  with 
my  father  to  ])reach  on  the  out-kirts  of  \ottini;ham. 

AVlien  we  came  near  the  ri\"er  he  borrowed  a  chair,  and  sini:ing  a-  we  went,  he  soon  jilaced  the  chair 
i)y  a  st(jne  wall,  and  when  a  number  of  peo])le  had  gathered,  lie  st(vod  cm  the  chair  and  preached  to  quite  a 
congregation. 

At  another  time  I  went  with  him  to  the  country,  and  to  the  most  old-fashioned  house  I  have  e^■er 
.seen.  It  was  built  of  stone,  and  there  was  no  fire-i)lace.  but  the  chimney  was  built  on  a  huge  beam  that  ran 
clear  acros.s  the  eini  of  the  room,  and  the  fire  was  built  on  the  floor  under  the  lower  end  of  the  chimney. 

In  l.S.'SO  my  father  t-onclu<leil  to  come  to  the  United  States,  and  after  .-ettling  u;)  his  accounts  as  best 
he  coulil.  had  a  little  more  than  lUO  sovereigns  in  gold  and  two  notes  for  as  much  more  on  two  chapels  he 
had  built. 

We  staid  a  few  days  at  Grandmother  Prues"  .Mother's  Step-inotlierj  until  we  could  get  off  after 
selling  our  household  gooci-.  and  it  wa-  while  here  that  the  hou^e  was  entered  in  the  night,  and  though  the 
robbers  found  no  money,  they  carried  off  about  >^100.  worth  of  goods. 

The  next  night,  after  u-  children  luid  been  in  betl  a  long  time  though  I  was  not  yet  asleep,  mother 
came  very  softly  up  the  stairs  carrying  a  candle. 

Our  room  was  at  the  head  (jf  the  stairs  and  at  one  side.  As  the  light  shone  under  tlie  door  and  I  heard 
the  soft  foot-falls  on  the  stairs.  I  was  sure  the  rol)l)ers  had  come  back.  So  u|)  I  jumped,  ran  to  the  door, 
and  tiirowing  myself  against  it  commenced  to  pound  and  scream  a-  hard  as  I  could. 

Father  was  in  the  next  room  and  coming  out.  saw  mother  with  tlie  light,  and  thought  some  one  had 
got  down  througii  the  .sky-light  into  our  room. 

It  took  all  his  strength  to  force  our  door  open,  and  the  servant  girl,  who  was  following  our  mother 
up  stairs,  hearing  the  racket,  and  not  stopping  to  see  what  was  the  matter,  ran  back  down  the  stairs,  anil 
with  my  aunt  and  another  woman,  ran  out  into  the  street  slicjuting  "Murder";  "Murder"'. 

In  two  or  three  minutes  the  hoii-c  wa-  full  of  [)eople.  and  no  one  knew  what  was  the  matter.  How- 
ever I  soon  found  out,  for  in  pounding  the  door  and  latch  I  had  hjst  numerous  patches  of  skin  from  m.v 
knuckles. 

A  day  or  two  after  thi-  we  -tarted  on  our  journey.  Lea\ing  Xottingham  on  a  canal-boat,  we  [Kissed 
through  a  tunnel,  saw  a  steam  railroad  for  haulini:  coal,  and  finished  our  week's  trij)  to  I.i\erpool  on  a  steam- 
boat (ui  the  ri\er  Mercer.  We  went  on  board  our  ship  on  tlie  -2Uli  of  June,  but  it  was  not  until  the  3()th 
that  it  was  readv   to  sail.

We  had  onr  i)ick  of  lierth-  an.l  fatlu-r  took  -ix  ri-hl  under  the  after  hat<huay.  for  we  had  in  char^'o 
two  women  and  tlieir  children  w  ho-e  hu>liand>  were  alread\    in  this  country,  a-  well  a>  our  own  family. 

Some  of  the  pa.— en;:er-  were  tir>t-rate  fellows,  especially  a  i)arty  of  potter-  from  Staffordshire,  and 
some  where  mi-erahly  poor  Iri-li  who  nearly  -tarved.  for  they  had  <uily  jiroxi-ions  for  a  month,  and  were 
nearly  two  months  oa  the  \e-sel. 

At  the  beiiinnin;:  of  the  \-oyai;e  we  had  a  i;iiod  deal  of  fun.  and  I  was  in  my  element  in  raciim  o\'er  the 
decks  anil  cahin  roofs,  and  climhini;  those  i^lorious  ro])e  ladder-.  l?ut  my  fun  -oon  came  to  an  eml.  tor  we 
had  not  heen  at  sea  more  than  two  week-  when  I  ;i<«t  my  tliiirh  liroken.  The  -ailor-  had  ju-t  lieen  wa-hinu 
down  the  deck,  and  a  lot  of  n-  lio>s  were  haviuL;  -cuae  kind  of  a  liame.  w  hen  a  laruc  Iri-h  hoy  uax  c  me  a  sho\e. 
aatl  in  a  moment  I  la\'  on  the  -li|ipiry  deck  with  hroken  thiuh. 

We  had  no  doctor  on  l>oard.  Imt  a  hrick-mason  undertook  to  set  it.  and  did  it  all  ri.-ht.  thouu'h  I  had 
to  lay  on  my  hack  the  remainder  of  the  \oyai;e. 

Hefore  we  i:ot  to  land  (piite  a  numlicr  of  the  pa— enijers  were  out  of  provi-i(Mi-  and  father  divided  with 
them,  so  that  on  the  la-t  day  we  had  only  -ouie  trumh-  out  of  one  of  our  lii-cuit  l.au-  for  lireakfa-t.  The 
water  al-o  L'ot  scarce  and  had. 

We  came  into  (piarintine  in  New  'SOrk  harlior  on  .\.u-.  1  tth.  and  l.inded  in  the  <i!\-  the  next  luornin;.'. 
We  stayed  here  a  few  day-,  and  durini;'  that  time  I  mana-ed  to  hohlile  around  a  uood  deal  on  a  pair  of  crutches 
my  father  had  made  me.  We  then  went  to  Alluiny  cm  a  steam-lioat.  and  from  there  to  IJulfalo  on  a  canal- 
boat,  and  then  acro.->  the  lake  on  a  steiua-hoat  to  ('le\'eland. 

We  rented  a  house  here  and  waet  to  hou-e-keepint;.  tlionuh  father  did  not  intend  to  make  it  our  |>er- 
nianent  home,  for  we  had  heard  of  Man-field  and  Newark,  old  fanuliar  names  to  u-.  ami  had  an  idea  that  we 
would  land  at  one  of  these  place-.  Hut  it  wa-  not  -o  to  he.  Father  -ot  work  at  a  cabinet  -hop.  and  I  tlirew 
away  my  crutches  and  just  went  wild,  for  with  the  lake,  tlie  river,  and  the  wood-.  I  had  a  irrand  time. 

Cleveland  was  then  in  its  infancy,  and  in  |)lace  of  bu.\inti  wood  for  fuel,  ns  boys  would  forai;e  the  lake 
front  for  drift,  and  more  than  likely  took  i)oards  that  were  not  strictly  contraband.  But  this  could  not  la-t. 
Father  got  me  a  berth  in  the  shop  and  I  was  put  to  stainiuii'  furniture,  but  about  the  first  of  February.  ISSl. 
the  nuui  with  w  hom  father  worked  took  a  notion  to  come  west  on  some  business,  so  he  ringed  up  a  two-hor-e 
wagon,  and  with  father.  .Johnathan  Wheatland,  and  myself,  started  on  a  new  voyage  of  discovery.  ^^  e 
cro.ssed  the  Cuyahoga  river  on  a  tloatinu  bridge  made  of  logs,  and  as  it  had  become  very  cold,  other  stream- 
on  our  way  were  crossed  on  the  ice.  We  came  through  Nlansfield.  Ccjlumbu.-.  and  Springfield,  to  Xenui. 
where  we  stayefl  o\"er  Sunday. 

Father  got  acquainted  with  an  old  wntleman  named  Fowler  who  lived  in  the  country  near  town. 
and  he  offered  to  take  me  and  learn  me  to  farm,  so  I  w  a.i  left  w  ith  him  antl  father  came  on  to  I'iqua. 

I  was  very  lonesome  for  awhile,  and  did  not  hear  from  our  folks  for  over  six  weeks.  Mr.  Fowlers 
family  consisted  of  his  wife,  a  daughter,  a  son.  and  a  young  girl  about  my  age  they  had  taken  to  rai-e. 

I  soon  made  myself  at  hoiue  ami  became  interested  in  my  work.  They  had  a  yoke  of  youiii:  cattle 
which  was  made  over  to  me  for  my  teatn,  and  I  u.sed  to  haul  u])  the  wood,  go  to  mill,  and  tt>  town  with  them. 
I  had  seven  miles  to  iro  to  mill  and  it  would  take  me  all  day.  Then  I  would  harrow  the  iinumd.  i)ull  .-tump-. 
and  haul  Iol's  to  the  lotr-hea])  with  them.  Once  1  made  a  trip  with  them  to  Dayton,  fifteen  miles  going  and 
coming,  all  tlie  same  day. 

They  ran  away  with  me  occa-ioaally.  but  I  could  usually  run  around  and  head  them  off.  but  one  time 
they  ran  orie  of  the  wheels  of  the  cart  over  a  stump,  turned  the  cart  over  with  me  underneath,  and  then  ran 
home  witli  the  tongue  of  the  cart  drairgiag  between  them. 

I  was  pretty  badly  bruised,  but  Ben  soon  came  and  carricil  me  home  where  the  old  gentleman  bled 
uie,  and  in  a  few  days  I  was  around  again. 

I  remained  here  until  the  middle  of  .Vugust.  and  in  the  meantime  mother  and  the  rc-t  of  the  fanuly 
had  come  by  canal  to  Newark,  and  then  aero—  the  country  in  a  wagon  to  Picpia. 

The  day  I  was  fourteen  years  old  I  bi«l  farewell  to  Xenia  and  came  in  a  carriaiie  to  Ficpia.  and  I  wa- 
very  much  surprised  on  my  arrival,  to  find  another  baby  in  the  cradle.  Father  had  got  so  much  .Vmericani/.cd 
by  this  time  that  he  named  the  baby  '  IVrry".  ai\d  he  grew  up  to  be  a  ni<-e  ((uiet  boy.  but  died  when  about 
ten    years    ohl. 

I  had  been  in  I'icpia  only  about  two  week-  when  father  got  me  a  place  with  Mr.  .binies  >cudcler  on 
his  farm  two  and  one-half  miles  north  of  town. 

I  got  frightened  the  first  evening  whc-n  1  found  I  wa-  to  -leep  by  my -elf  in  a  building  a  -hort  di-tance 
from  the  house,  and  ran  all  the  way  bac-k  to  town,  but  later  in  the  fall  went  bac-k  and  -tayed  with  them  nearly 
two  vears.

It  \va>  (Inriiii;  tin-  -nminer  thai  the  Metliodi-t-  had  a  izreat  (  ainp-nieetiiiLr  on  Henry  Kitehen'-  f.irm 
tielow  town,  and  tlion-h  I  >laye(l  home  to  lake  care  of  Semhler"-  -lock,  the  MeKinney  l>oy-  and  my-.lf 
made  frequent  trip-  to  the  eamp-i^nmml  with  pro\  i-ion-  for  our  folk-  who  -tayod  there  in  tent-. 

It  wa-  on  the  la-t  d.i\  of  the  meeting'  when  I  had  -one  down  with  the  team  to  hriii:;  the  family  honu'. 
that,  under  the  per-iia-ion-  of  the  Seiidder-  and  m\  mother.  I  joined  the  ehnreli  on  probation,  ami  thouirht 
at  time-  I  ma\-  ha\c  lieeimie  earelr—  of  my  religion-  diitie-.  I  lia\e  e\er  -inee  lieen  eoniieeted  with  -ome 
reli,i:ion<    ilenomination. 

The  fir>t  mon<-y  I  earned  I  -pent  for  hook-.  Old  Daniel  1).  Davidson  lame  to  Father  Semhier-" 
to  preach,  and  like  all  old  tinio  proaeluT>  had  his  saddle-liaus.  which  were  well  Mipplied  with  hook-.  So  I 
h()ii;;ht  from  him  the  works  of  .jo-cphes  in  two  larj:e  \-olnnies.  at  the  price  of  ><t..')i».  Iieini;'  the  amount  of 
my  wai;e-  for  .-i\  week-. 

Old  Roliert  Fniley.  father  of  .1.  15.  Finlcy.  vi-ited  at  Father  Seud.ders"  .-c\eral  time-  while  I  was  there. 
lie  iiad  an  old  horse  called  -lack,  and  the  two  wonld  drop  in  mo-t  any  time  and  sta.v  from  a  day  to  a  month. 

It  was  in  the  sununcr  of  is;'.:!.  and  after  I  had  returned  home  from  Scudders.  that  father  houiiht  a 
lot  from  John  Keyt  on  the  -(nilh  -ide  of  dreenc  Street  lietween  Wax  ne  and  DowninLT.  and  I  hel|)ed  liini  huild 
a  house  on  it,  in  this  wa\'  licini;  soon  aMe  to  lia\-e  a  home  of  our  own. 

Tliis  hou-c.  later  known  a-  the  Mauson  luni-e.  we  eon-tructcd  from  one  laru'e  poplar  tree,  e\en  the 
sliiiiiiles  lieini,'  holtcd  from  the  same  tree. 

This  tree  stood  near  the  present  -ite  of  the  -oldier"-  lot  in  Fore-t  Hill  ("emetery,  and  was  -o  lariie 
we  could  not  get  it  hauled  to  the  saw-mill,  -o  we  cleared  a  track  and  rolled  the  Io;js  all  tlie  way  to  the  river, 
then  floated  them  down  to  Keyt"-  mill  where  some  of  them  had  to  lie  -i>lit  in  ord.er  to  run  them  under  the 
uld-fashioned  saw  frame.      .V  man  named  Killian  helped  lis  out  this  tree  and  roll  the  loi;s  to  the  river. 

About  tin-  time  ,  18:U:  father  traded  one  of  tin-  note-  he  had  l)n>uuht  with  him  from  Kn.irland  for  SO 
acres  of  land  on  Chicka-aw  Creek,  in  Mercer  County,  and  the  other  note  for  the  stock  and  implements  of  a 
Mr.  Whitliy,  who  was  >^oinL;-  hack  to  Fniiland.  ami  a-  I  wa-  the  farmer  of  the  family  I  was  sent  out  there  to 
tend   the   -lock   ami   farm. 

Before  the  next  >prinL;  '  IS;!.")'  all  the  familv  except  Father  and  John  lame  out.  and  a-  we  had  rented 
the  Whithy  farm,  which  had  -20  acre-  of  cleared  land,  we  i)lanted  the  most  of  it  in  corn  and  made  (piite  a 
good    crop. 

.\11  our  ])rovi>ion-  uji  to  this  time  had  to  he  packed  out  on  horse-hack  from  I'iiiua,  and  the  trip  re- 
quired a  full  day  each  way.  Dnrin.i;  the  fall  of  this  year  we  li^•ed  i)rincipally  on  roa-tint;-ears.  i)otatoe.s, 
and  i)umpkin-.  luit  after  the  corn  t^ot  hard  enoiiLrh  to  irrate  we  li\ed  much  better. 

Father  and  John  worlced  at  their  trade  in  Piqna.  but  usiiallx"  came  out  about  e\ery  tw(i  weeks,  walking; 
out  on  Sa.turday  and  back  on  Monday. 

I?y  winter  we  had  move(l  on  to  our  own  land.  havin>:  built  a  loi:  cal)iM  1(>  feet  -ipiare  with  a  puncheon 
Hoor  ami  clap-board  roof  and  door.  .John  wa-  home  thi-  winter  and  we  boys  built  a  shed  addition  to  the 
house  for  our  own  u-e.  We  built  it  ju-t  back  of  the  bi-  tire-place,  -t)  that  the  heat  from  the  stones  nia<le  it 
very  comfortable,  the  tire-place  beinii  so  large  as  t<i  take  in  -ix  foot  wood,  and  many  of  the  logs  we  had  t(j  roll 
in    with    iiand-spikes. 

We  now  had  a  wa-oii  and  I  took  a  load  of  corn  t..  the  John-ton  Mill  at  l'i)p.-r  I'i.pia  and  had  it  -round 
into  meal,  and  later,  when  the  -now  came,  -ledded  another  load  to  Fort  Recovery,  -o  we  had  an  abundance 
of   corn-meal. 

It  was  on  thi-  latter  trip  that  the  wolve-  followed  us  for  several  miles,  ami  had  it  l)een  night  would 
probably    ha\e   attacked    u-. 

We  j)ut  most  of  the  meal  in  a  large  1(J  bn-hel  clie-t,  but  w  hen  we  came  to  u-e  it  found  it  had  moulded, 
and  though  it  was  a  bitter  dose  we  were  compelled  to  eat  it  or  starxe. 

Touring  that  winter  ISlJ.Vfii  John,  Jo-eph,  and  my.-elf  cleared  about  8  acres  of  timber,  and  as  soon  as 
the  logs  thawed  loo-i'  from  the  ground  in  the  sjjring  the  whole  neighborhood  spent  about  three  weeks  log- 
rolling, going  from  farm  to  farm  until  all  were  collected  and  burned. 

We  could  not  plow  oiir  i\cw  ground,  but  furrowed  out  Iwtween  the  -tump-  and  i)lante<l  corn  in  the 
furrows,  ami  though  we  did  not  -et  much  of  a  crop  we  had  -ome  wheat  from  the  Whitby  place  which  we  had 
tramped  out  on  the  Hoor  of  .a  -mall  -table  we  had  built  in  the  fall.  I.ate  in  the  -uinmer  Father  came  out 
from  Picpia  to  live  on  the  farm  aii<l  1   went  baek  to  iuww  to  work. 

The  following  winter  wa-  very  cold  and  -ome  of  the  -tock  died,  ami  dvirin-  the  next  -iimnicr  Father 
and  the  family  were  very  sick  with  chill-,  and  fe\  cr,  -o  before  the  next  winter  they  were  tired  of  farm  lifi- 
and  all  niovecj  l>ack  to  ricpia.  When  I  came  back  to  town  I  -tarted  to  work  for  John  Keyt  Sr.  on  Sept.  \-l. 
1S:J(;  at  the  (Ireeiie  Strc<'t  Church,  which  he  wa-  then  building,  at  fifty  cents  a  day.  We  fini-hed  the  church 
ill  DecemixT  IS.'JT,  and  went  to  work  in  the  ".-lashes"  west  of  town  getting;  out  timbers  for  a  bridge  acro-s 
the  ri\er  at  the  head  of  Main  Street.

Tlii-  wa-  the  second  l.rid-c  at  that  point,  ami  \\a-  all  wood,  even  tlio  i)i(T-.  and  al>ntt- 
iiHMits.  tlieonly  iron  l.rim:  uM'd  \va>  tli<-  ~iiike<  in  tlie  floor,  .ind  tlu-y  \\,tc  ~o  feu  tliat  it  wa-  no  nn.-onmion 
ocfuroncc  f(ir  some  one  to  drop  tliron^li  into  the  rixer  l>y  -teppin^-  on  the  eml  of  a  plank  wliieh  had  heeomc 
jostled    out    of    jilace. 

In  tlie  summer  of  ISI'.S  I  wa-  of  a^'e  and  emnnienred  liettim;  Ihini:-  toi^ftlier  to  Imild  me  a  iiou-.e.  1 
had  turned  my  H)  acre-  of  Government  land  near  Cohlwater  Mercer  County  over  to  my  lirother  .lohn.  -o 
father  ^;a\e  me  a  h>t  whieh  we  procured  from  .lohn  Ke,\  t  li\-  linihlim:  a  hou-e  for  him. 

Duriui:  the  winter  I  u'ot  timher  from  David  Kendall,  lieweil  out  the  frame  pieces,  hauled  other  loiTs 
to  the  mill  to  make  Inmher.  and  late  in  the  sprim;  hail  a  two-story  lion-e  nearly  completed  which  I  finished 
durinj:  the  summer  l\v  wurkim;'  at  it  in  the  evenini:-. 

I  had  apiin  started  to  uorkiii-  for  -lohn  Keyt  al  sl.Oi)  per  da>  .  and  durin-  the  next  few  year-  workeil 
on  many  huildinus.  for  since  the  canal  had  heen  opened  to  I'icpia  tla-ri'  was  a  iireat  iuerea-e  in  tliis  line  of  work. 

i  remcmher  iloinj:  most  of  the  wood-work  on  Dr.  I)or-ey's  lar-e  hrick  house,  and  besides  niakiui:  all 
the  flooring;,  also  made  all  the  window-frames,  -a-li,  doors  and  door-frames  for  the  tine  lariie  hotel  that 
Perry  Tuttle  wa-  luiihlim!  at   the  c-orncr  of  Main  and  North  Street-. 

In  tlie  fall  of  lS4n  I  went  to  Dayl.m  to  hear  (ieneral  Harris, ,n  -peak,  lie  wa-  a  candidate  for  Pre,-i- 
dcut  and  the  crowd  which  heard  him  on  tin-  occa-ion  \\a-  e-tiniated  at  1(10.001)  people. 

I  had  heen  atteiulini;-  the  niulit--(liool  of  .John  \ail  for  -onie  time,  and  two  of  my  intimate  friends. 
John  Gill  and  Moses  Lee.  not  me  in  the  notion  of  L'oiim  to  college.  So  we  decided  to  iro  to  Olierlin.  hut  when 
the  time  came  to  start  (iill  couhl  not  rai-e  the  money,  and  I.ee  and  my-elf  started  in  I,ee"s  hu^ru'y.  .Vfter 
we  left  the  National  Pike  the  roads  were  -o  had  we  finally  decided  to  -top  at  the  Theoloirical  Seminary  at 
Granville.  I  stayed  three  term-,  uoini;  home  dnrin_'  the  vacation-  and  workini;  to  rai-e  unuiey  for  the  next 
term,  and  in  my  six  tri]i-  lietween  Piipia  and  (iranxille.  walked  three  times,  sometime-  niakiuu  nearly  -tO 
miles   a    day. 

While  in  coUeue  I  formed  many  plea-aut  aci|uainlance-  and  -till  cheri-h  friend-hi|)-  that  have  never 
heen  renewed.  The  country  around  dramille  i-  ^■er\•  hilly  and  1  -oon  come  to  know  ino-t  of  the  interestm^r 
places.  I  even  walked  o\  er  to  Newark  and  in\e-tiL;aled  the  womlerful  mound-  and  earth-work-,  which 
at  that   time  had  not   heen  di-turl)ed. 

When  I  returned  from  colleue  in  the  sprin<:  of  1S4:>  I  was  undecided  what  to  do.  Father  wanted  me 
to  go  into  the  huildin-;  business  with  him.  and  others  thonuht  I  sliould  join  the  Itinerancy,  hut  Rachel 
Scudder  and  I  were  talkiuiT  seriously  of  gettiuii-  married,  and  as  she  helon^eil  to  the  Weslyan  Church  and  I 
had  a  leaninu'  toward  their  doctrine.  I  finally  ilecided  to  uive  up  my  license  which  had  heen  given  me  liy  Rev. 
J.  H.  Finlcy  soon  after  my  return  from  college.  I  had  preached  for  the  Methodi-t-  at  several  places  around 
Piqua,  hut'after  atteudinu  a  We-lyan  meeting  at  Troy  I  joined  their  church,  and  with  Father  Best,  led  most 
of  our  meetings  at  the  little  church  on  .V-h  Street,  until  the  .|ue-tiou  of  Shivery  and  Intemperance  was 
consistently  settled  in   the  doctrine  of  the   Methodi-t   Church. 

On  the  17th  of  October.  1S4:!  Rachel  ami  I  were  married,  and  tlion-h  we  did  not  at  once  go  to  liou-e- 
keeping,  we  lived  at  Father  Scudders".  but  in  lS4.j  we  built  a  front  to  hi-  house  and  later  moxed  into  it. 

I  commenced  making  patterns  for  Rou/.er  &  Clark  when  they  tir-t  started  their  foundry  in  lS4t  and 
continued   with  them   at   intervals   until    IS.r,'. 

After  our  second  child  was  born  in  istli  Rachel  began  loo-ing  her  health  and  -trength.  and  after -everal 
years  of  suH'ering,  died  on  A|)ril  :;.  IStll.  We  buried  her  on  the  old  Scudder  Farm  north  of  town  where  she 
had  lived  in  her  early  childhood,  and  many  mournful  hours  I  spent  beside  her  uraN-e  near  the  river.  But 
while  I  mourned  the  "dead  I  had  to  care  for  the  living.  I  did  not  break  up  house-keepin-  but  got  my  sister 
Julia  to  stay  with  us.  and  in  about  a  year  married  aiiain.  My  second  wife  was  Catharine  Barrett,  a  daughter 
of  my  old  friend  ^Villiam  Barrett,  of  Troy. 

And  now  conies  into  my  mind  -ome  incident-  of  the  so-called  rndcrgroun.l  Railway.  ^^  e  were  not 
on  the  nuiin  line,  but  when  hard  pressed,  the  runaway  -laves  wniild  be  -enl  o\er  this  branch  line,  one  station 
of  which  was  at  I-'ather  Barretts'  in  Troy,  and  my  station  at  Father  Scudders"  in  Piqua. 

I  distinctly  remember  my  first  pas-emrer.      He  wa-  a  servant  of  Senator  Crittendou.  and  wa-  a  fine 

looking  colored  nuin  of  about  fifty  year-  who-.-  name  wa-  George,      lie  wa-  broiiirht  from  'I'my  t ir  house 

one  night  alnnit  10  o'clock  by  Father  Barrett,  and  I  immediately  went  on  with  him  to  beyond  Romney. 
not  getting  back  until  after  .lark  the  next  iiight.  He  got  safe  to  Canada  and  wa-  -oon  afterwards  joined 
by  his  wife. 

Many  others,  incliidiug  Henr\'  Bibb,  went  o\i-r  our  branch  line,  ami  one  fine-lo. iking  >-oimg  ti'llow 
was  so  hard  jiresseil  by  the  sla\e-hiiiiter-  that  we  were  compelled  to  hide  him  for  several  .lays.  'I  hen  1-ather 
Scudder  and  I  rigged  u\>  a  fine  twn-hor-e  carrlaL'e.  dr.--i-d  the  -la\e  for  a  driver,  and  like  two  wealthy  ari-to- 
crats.  .started  north  in  broad  day-liirht.  We  .■ven  pa-.'d  a  party  of  the  -la ve-hiinter-  near  Port  J.-tb-r-on. 
but  were  not  suspecte.l.  and  uot   him  -afely  to  a  station  near  B.^H.-fouulain.-. 

When  the  Randolph  slave-  were  driVeii  back  from  their  Merer  ('.unity  laii.l-  in  IStC  .[iiite  a  miuib.-r

of  tlieiii  sottlcd  in  l'i(|ii.i  aiul  \iciiiil>.  iiiid  :i  iinnilicr  of  ii^  --ii-callcil  "  Almlilidiii^t^"  each  took  it  uiioii  oiir- 
Sflvcs  to  |)rovi(lc  for  a  faiiiil.v.  Tiir  one  I  look  ron^i^tt'd  of  llin-c  |ifr-on>;  Doctor  .loiu'^.  a  man  of  aliont 
40  yoar,>.  liis  inotluT.  and  a  ncplicw  alioiit  lOycar^old.  I  placed  tlu'ni  on  a  farm  wot  of  tow  n  w  liicli  Father 
Seiidder  had  i:i\en  n--.  l)nilt  him  a  loi:  eal)in,  and  pan!  Doctor  >=I(M).  a  year  and  provisions  for  his  work  in 
elearinir  otf  tlie  tinilier.  He  |)ro\ed  to  he  a  very  faitliful  workman  and  sta\ed  with  me  for  seven  or  eiiiht 
years. 

In  ISH)  I  l)nilt  a  frame  lioUse  on  the  farm  and  the  ni>\t  year  liiiilt  a  harn.  In  Marcli  IS.")-,'  we  mo\eil 
to  the  farm,  and  with  x-aryinu  >iicce.->  stayed  tliere  nntii  the  sei-diid  sprim:,  w  hen  I  soM  ."ill  acres  otf  t  lie  nortli 
end  of  the  farm,  wliicli  inchnHni;  tlie  luiilihrnis.  and  mo\  ed  iuick  to  town.  liini;:lit  a  lot  on  North  Street,  and 
witliin  a  few   months  liad  'uiiit  a  hou~e  and  moved  in. 

We  h\ed  in  town  nearly  two  year-  and  dnrinL'  this  time  I  worked  some  for  I{ou/er  iS;  .\le\ander.  did 
the  wooii-w'ork  on  Hannah  .Iohnston">  hou-e.  Kmlt  a  hewed  Iolt  hoiisc  on  the  7(1  acres  that  remaine(l  of  our 
farm.  Imilt  a  toll-i^ate  Ikmisc  on  the  \'ersailles  I'ike.  helped  lirolher  -lohn  on  several  jolis.  and  in  th<>  wint(>r 
of  llS.J.")-(i  hanled  1ol;s  ami  made  prei>arations  for  huildini:  onr  liarn.  We  moNt'd  liack  to  tlie  farm  on  the 
(illi  of  March.  lS."i(i.  and  in  a  severe  -now  storm.  In  the  foUowim;  .\ears  «<•  had  \cr>-  i^ood  success  with  our 
C'ro|)s.  except  in  IS.")!),  when  we  hail  a  se\ere  frost  on  the  iiiiiht  of  the  tth  of  .liuie.  which  killeil  the  wheat. 
part   of   tlie   corn,   ami   caused   almost    a   failure   of   ttie  oats   and    |)otatoes. 

In  March  ISHl)  we  traclcd  onr  hoiise  in  tow  n  and  -ssllOO.  in  nione>-  for  Sarah  Keyt's  >hare  of  Iht  father's 
estate  just  west  of  town.  There  were  -.'!  acres,  all  in  timber,  and  we  commenced  clearinir  it  up  and  iiiakiuiT 
preparations  to  Iniild.  We  l)uilt  the  house  in  1S(!:1.  and  in  the  sprim;  of  lS(i4  mo\ed  down  to  that  place. 
We  .sold  our  7(1  acre  farm  to  Richard  Morrow-  for  s:!l)(M)  thoui;h  it  was  really  worth  a  ureat  deal  more. 

Durim;  all  these  y<>ar>  of  hard  work.  thoULrli  not  always  unmixed  with  pleasure  and  profit,  onr  family 
had  grown  steadilx".  .Vnnic  had  always  stayed  at  home  and  was  a  williui;  helper  and  a  irood  uirl  in  every  way. 
Jaine.s  had  followed  up  hi--  schooliu?  and  was  at   tlii-  time  clerkiim  in   Brandritf's  driiir-.store. 

Our  first  daughter  hy  my  second  wife  was  horn  while  we  lived  in  the  Seudder  house,  liut  only  lived  a 
few  months.  Mary  was  horn  in  our  first  li<nise  on  the  farm.  William  was  l)nrn  in  F^ither's  little  hrick  house 
wliere  we  li\ od  w  hile  liuildiiiL;  our  home  on  Nortli  Street.  F,iuma  was  horn  in  our  second  house  on  the  farm. 
as  was  LiK-lla  and  F.dwin.  and  .lohn.  our  last  ciiild.  in  the  house  we  now  live  in. 

In  18(!7  we  huilt  our  lariie  two-story  l>arn,  and  had  it  near  enough  completed  to  celelirate  in  it  my 
fiftieth    l)irtliday    anniversary. 

In  ISdt  we  l)oui;iit  (1  acre-  of  urouud  lying  just  east  of  our  ■!'.>  from  Da\id  HoKan.  and  in  lS(i.")  bought 
'2-2  acres  from  .lesse  Moore  cornering  on  the  Hohau  j)iece.  but  w  hen  the  Hydraulic  was  built  !l  acres  were  taken 
out  of  tile  middle  of  it  for  a  reservoir.  In  1S70  we  bought  Marsh  Taylor's  10  acres  lying  just  east  of  the  north 
part  of  our  farm,  thirs  making  'i-l  acres  of  farm  laud. 

In  lS(i!)  I  went  out  to  Missouri  where  brother  John  and  the  McMillens  lived,  but  did  not  fancy  the 
laud  enough   to  mo\e  there. 

In  1S7.5  we  had  a  \ery  wet  harvest,  and  thouu'h  John  (iray  helped  us  cradle  our  wheat,  much  of  it 
was  spoiled  by  s])routing  in  the  shock,  and  the  oats  and  potatoes  were  also  nearly  a  failure. 

In  1877.  wlieii  we  were  l)uilding  our  new-  ])ike.  I  got  my  leg  broken  in  the  gra\'el  [)it.  It  was  not  the 
one  which  was  broken  on  ship-board,  so  they  were  now  the  same  length  and  I  could  walk  without  limping. 

This  brings  my  reminiscences  up  to  the  present  tinr;,  (Feb.  1879.)  and  I  now"  propose  to  keep  a  record 
of  our  duings  from  week  to  week  as  tlie  time  passes  on. 

NOTE — Feather  continued  his  record   up  to   the  time   he   became   [)aralyed   in    180-2.  but   as   it   refer- 
only   to  the   farm,  crops,  and   items  purel.\'  of  lf)cal  iutere-t.  we  will  only  a<ld  to  these  reminiseences  a   -li'^rt 
poeiu  written  \>y  him  iu  lss.3,  and  furtlier  -ay  that  the  tree   "T'eace"  died  soon  after  he  did,  while  "rain 
•still  lives  on,  though  rough  in  appearance  and  much  <lwarfed  in   size.

Fir-t  I  ueiit  to  loua:  li-,irned  a 
little  of  the  wagon-making  lni~iness;  entered  i  he  'ltineranc\  ;  ir.i\eled  ih.-  Hir  mitigli.im  fir.  uit.  then  the  Osca- 
loos-i  Circuit,  then  the  k.ico<;n  I'ircuit.  While  on  the  last  circuit  my  health  l.uled  and  I  h.id  the  .\gue  for 
alHJut  six  months.

Kxtr;u-ts  from  a   letter  written   tn   Win.    Kayiier  dateil  Salem,  Ore..  Jan.    1,S,   KS.")(1. 

Dear  Brother: — A  few  da\s  ag.i  1  received  a  letter  fr,im  honu'.  part  of  which  w.is  written  by  \,ui.  and 
although  I  thought  \ou  seenu-.l  half  incliru-,1  t,>  -cjM.  it  w.i-  with  great  pleasure  th.ii  1  read  ii  f,ir  I  w,JuM  rather 
ni\-  triends  would  find  fault  with  me  than  he  like  dumb  d,ig;-.  and  Hot  bark  at  .dl. 

The  letters  1  have  hitherto  -ent  started  ove-  (he  mountains.  ,ind  fr<ini  what  \  ou  write.  I  am  inclined 
to  think  ha\c  miscarried.  I  di-like  long  iniroiluctions  in  letters  so  will  comiiience  now  to  gi\e  ><iu  a  few  items 
relative  to  ni\-  iourncy  across  the  mouniain?,  and  of  this  countrv-,  etc. 

\\  hen  I  left  Iowa  it  was  partK-  with  a  view  of  obtait-.ing  my  health,  being  told  by  a  ph>  sician  that  anothe  ■ 
year  there  and  my  constitution  would  be  entircK'  broken,  so  rather  than  drag  out  life  as  an  in\  ilid  I  though 
I  would  rather  die  among  the  inountain- 

Xcw  get  your  map  or  atlas,  as  I  ha\  e  ju-t  d,>ne,  commence  at  the  fork-  of  the  Dcsnioint--  river:  go  down 
it  60  niilci  to  ttie  starting  point  where  !  fell  in  with  the  three  families  I  had  agreed  to  go  with:  Now  cross 
the  river  and  without  a  road  strike  out  for  Oregon  City  in  Holt  County,  ^Iis^ouri,  and  you  have  the  commence- 
ment. We  crossed  the  headwaters  of  the  Chariton,  Grand,  Little  Platte,  and  Nodaway  rivers,  and  after  much 
trouble  fell  in  with  a  train  of  wagons  on  the  M's-ouri  river  about  40  mile?  above  the  mouth  of  the  Nimahaw. 
Here  we  crossed  over  driving  our  c-attlc  where  the  river  wa-  about  onediall  mile  wide,  and  thee  being  several 
hundred  of  them,  made  a  spectacle  when  swimming,  something  like  a  floating  rield  of  horns. 

We  then  crossed  the  Nimahaw  and  came  lo  the  Republican  fork  of  the  Kansas.  Traveled  up  it  several 
days  and  then  struck  across  to  the  Platte  river.  Hitherto  the  counirv'  had  been  rolling  and  sandy,  ven.-  desti- 
tute of  timber,  and  very  Utile  game  except  a  few  antelope.  We  then  went  up  Platte  river  to  the  forks  of  the 
North  and  South  branches.  Here  were  buffahies  in  abundance,  sometimes  we  could  see  thousands  at  a  time. 
Also  antelope,  hares  and  wolves,  some  of  the  latter  of  a  ver\  large  size,  I  think  some  were  larger  than  a  large 
yearling  calf.  Prarie  dogs  were  abundant,  a  sm:tll  animal  of  the  squirrel  kind.  The  r..,ad  was  level,  but  off 
some  distance  from  the  river.  The  countrx-  was  very  broken.  We  crossed  the  south  fork  where  it  was  three- 
fouahs  of  a  mile  wide  and  about  knee  deep.  Went  on  to  Fort  Loramie,  a  trading  establishment  among  the 
Indians.  Here  we  came  to  the  Black  Hills,  or  spurs  of  the  Ke^cky  Mountains,  the  native  regions  of  the  t'.r'izzlv 
Bear,  some  of  which  were  seen  but  none  killed.  The  next  stream  c;f  importance  crossed  was  the  North  Platte, 
where  we  raised  our  wagon-lieds  b\'  putting  bhx-k-  under  them.  We  then  went  up  the  right  side  till  we  came 
to  the  Sweetwater  at  Independence  Rock,  w  here  I  wrote  my  name  with  red  paint  in  a  large  cav  iiy  or  room  in  the 
rock.  Now  we  climb  the  Rixrky  Mount. tin-  win, ling  our  wav'  up  '^wi-etwater.  a  mo-t  beautiful  r.ipiil  river. 
We  left  Sweetwater  and  the  next  stream  run-  towanl-  the  P;icitic.  It  was  with  feeling-  of  s,tdne--  that  1  look,-d 
for  the  last  time  on  water-  that  seemed  to  form  a  connecting  link  between  me  and  home. 

We  now  crossed  two  -trcam-.  called  Little  and  Big  Sandy.  For  a  few  dav  s  here  we  had  been  in  sight 
of  snow-capped  mountains,  and  in  August  snow  laid  im  the  roadside.  Fortv  miles  without  water  brought  us 
to  Green  River.  We  rlrove  this  in  a  day  and  night,  (ireen  river  is  a  rapid  clear  mountain  stream  larger  than 
the  Miami.  Forded  it  and  the  next  stream  was  Bear  River,  which  we  ftjllowcd  down  almost  to  Fort  Hall. 
On  this  stream  are  the  sotla  springs,  the  water  of  which  tastes  like  soda  water,  and  I  believe  is  vcrv  healthv'. 
At  Fort  Hall  our  companv'  which  had  been  loosing  a  wagon  now  and  then  as  people  had  seen  fit  to  leave,  -ep:irated, 
leaving  only  six  wagons,  which  was  c)uile  a  relief  to  me.  tor  1  had  had  charge  of  froin  fifty  to  one-hundred  heaci 
of  cattle,  that  is,  to  see  that  thcv-  were  all  driven  preperlv  and  none  lost,  but  nr>vv  with  only  sixteen  or  eighteen 
head  and  horses  to  ride  and  no  one  to  Icwk  after  but  myself  1  found  traveling  rather  pleasant. 

From  Fort  Hall  we  went  down  the  left  sirle  of  Snake  river  some  hundred-  of  miles  and  crossed  over  at 
a  most  dangerous  ford.  Went  on  down.  Crossed  over  again.  Kept  on  down.  Struck  Burnt  river.  Went 
up  it  to  Powder  river,  from  which  we  went  to  the  (irand  Round,  a  tnost  fertile  beautiful  place  through  which 
a  small  river  flows.      It  is  level  and  surrounded  by  nujuntains. 

Here  vvc  started  across  the  Blue  .Mountains  from  which  we  came  to  the  Irnatillo  river,  and  di,wn  it  t,> 
the  Columbia:  Down  it  aero--  John  I):ivs  river,  the  IJe-hiets  ,;r  Fall  river,  to  the  Dalle-,  .i  jilace  where  th.e 
Columbia  rushes  through  a  ch;i-m  in  the  r<"k-  bu:  a  few  ro<is  wide.  1  think  thi-  is  the  l.ircest.  ni;l>lest  -tre.ini 
I  ever  saw,  all  is  grand  aroung  it.  especi.dlv  fr'iin  hi  re  to  the  Willamett.  The  nujuntain-  ri-e  fr,)m  each  -ide 
tremenduously  gigantic. 

We  had  now  traveled  about  illllO  miles  with  oxen  and  wagons.  .-Xt  night  I  hail  -lept  in  a  wagon,  a 
comfortable  place  by  the  by,  but  now  we  had  to  leave  the  wagons  here,  the  families  to  go  clown  the  river  in  a 
boat  made  by  ourselves,  while-  the  active  members  drove  the  cattle  down  the  cow  trail,  :i  narrow  |).ith  winding 
among  the  hill-  and  .ilong  the  water  edge.      I  w.i-  one  of  thi.>se  selected  to  come  with  the  cattle.  -,,  we  packed 
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s<.nie  pr()\i-iiin~  anil  likinki-i~  nil  our  hi)r^c~,  ami  away  «o  went  to  nici-t  the  lioat  at  the  cri>»ing,  for  it  i;.  said 
tliat  t\c-n  a  dcrr  raiiiioi   i;. .  all  tlu-  way  ilown  on  one  -iile.  ?o  riHn;h  i~  this  reijion. 

We  hail  jii-i  lairK  C"i  ani. 'Hi;  I  lie  ilittuiiltie-  of  ilu-  road  when  it  he^an  to  rain,  and  li:r  the  next  <i\  weeks 
I  il<'  not  lielieve  there  ua>  a  da\  in  «  liieli  1  ua>  n.  .t  uet  lhroii'.;h  all  ni\  elothes  all  day.  Diir  hlankets  were 
all  wet  and  at  ni.L^lu  when  we  >t(>|i|)t.l  lo  lanip.  havin-  Imilt  a  lari;e  lire  and  the  rain  lalliii);  in  torrents,  we 
would  lie  down  around  the  lire  like  -o  nian\  Indian-.  Mankets.  elothes.  and  croiind  all  wet.  Many  a  time 
have  I  woke  up  in  the  nii;ht  with  a  pool  of  water  -iver.il  inehes  deep  on  the  hill-side  above  my  heati,  and  h.id  to 
move  so  as  to  let  the  water  run  oti.  We  were  Lite  in  the  season  was  the  rea-on  wc  had  to  underi;o  so  nuieh. 
Man\-  died  Inn  ni\  own  health  was  reniarkaMv  i;i>..d.  W'e  ferried  our  eaitle  over  the  ri\er  once  .ibove  the 
Cascade  KalU.  whieli  i>  a  (iliee  where  the  (."olunihia  river  falls  about  211  or  .'H  feet. 

Here  we  unloadeil  our  boat  and  letiini;  it  i;o  tru-ted  to  pro\  iilenco  for  gcttini;  it  .lu.iin,  h.iving  to  sail 
about  60  miles  further  V't  before  we  could  le.ive  the  ri\er.  The  boat  rode  aver  the  f.iUs  wry  hnely.  and  no 
accident  havins;  belallen  ii.  in  .i  U  w  d.i\>  we.wtre  re.id\  to  move  on  again.  Here  it  became  so  cold  that  our 
clothes  alnii  St  froia-  on  ii-,  bin  .iction  kept  u-  ili\e  .ind  warm.  At  last  we  arrived  at  Kort  \'ancou\er.  o\er 
which  the  Hriti>li  ikig  w.is  ilo.iiing.  1  w.i-  at  libert>  to  go  where  I  pleased  and  do  what  I  liked.  Ha\  ing  seen 
those  safely  through  with  whom  1  st.iried,  and  enjoying  their  warmest  friendship-  -none  of  them  having  tlied, 
I  felt  gratified  and  now  started  to  seek  a  claim.  I  do  not  know  that  \ini  will  understand  the  term  claim  -  ,i 
section  of  land.  I  hrst  >oui;ht  on  the  north  side  of  the  Columbi.i  where  it  is  aU  densely  timbered  with  tir.  hem- 
lock, pine,  etc.  Some  of  these  trees  grow  from  two  to  three  hundred  feet  high  and  as  straight  as  the  mast  of 
a  ship.  1  he  soil  is  \er\-  graveK  and  1  think  will  pnxluce  poorh'.  1  could  not  get  about  with  a  horse  for  the 
logs  and  underbrush,  so  taking  an  ax,  gun,  and  provisions  to  last  a  week  or  so,  I  struck  out  with  one  companion 
— my  faithful  compass,  and  explored  the  country  for  about  a  hundred  miles  along  the  river,  and  from  five 
to  ten  miles  north.  Not  finding  the  country  I  wished  1  got  tired  of  the  business  and  started  to  look  at  the 
country  up  the  W'illanictt.  A  little  more  than  a  days  travel  brought  me  to  the  Thwalatin  plains  or  prairies. 
The  path  for  it  was  onK  a  foot-path  leading  over  mountains,  creeks,  and  rivers,  and  through  dense  forests  of 
tall  timber.  When  1  saw  the  plains  1  was  pleased  for  the  first  time  with  Oregon.  It  was  the  middle  of  winter 
in  the  month  of  January  l!S4S.  The  grass  was  several  inches  high  and  be.uitifuUy  green,  and  here  were  farms 
on  ever\'  hand,  the  trees  growing  all  around  so  it  is  easy  to  make  a  farm.  I  crossed  the  Thwalatin  and  .'II  miles 
brought  me  to  the  ^'amhill  ri\er  which  runs  through  a  very  dilierent  country,  instead  of  being  level  it  is  gently 
rolling,  the  land  is  richer,  and  not  much  timber. 

Twenty  miles  brought  me  to  the  Recreall,  a  small  stream  running  through  a  small  fertile  valley  seven 
miles.  I  then  came  to  the  Luciemule,  very  similar  to  the  Yamhill.  Twenty  miles  turther  brought  me  to 
Marvs  river  where  entirely  unexpectedly  I  came  across  some  old  friends  w  honi  I  once  knew  in  Iowa. 

The  valley  here  is  more  extensive  than  below,  but  timber  more  scarce,  having  to  be  obtained  either  from 
the  rivers  or  mountains.  Then  I  started  down  the  valley  again,  took  a  claim,  planted  some  peach  trees,  worked 
on  it  a  few  days,  end  then  went  by  boat  down  the  W'i'laniett  to  Oregon  City,  the  seat  of  government,  where 
Rev.  W'.  Rofierts,  the  Superintendent  of  the  operation?  of  the  Methodi>t  F..  Church  here,  hearing  that  I  was  in 
town  invited  me  to  call  on  him.  1  did  so.  when  he  tolil  me  that  there  was  other  work  for  me  in  this  country 
than  claim-making,  and  about  two  or  three  week:-  after  1  was  on  my  hor^e  traveling  a  Circuit,  and  have  never 
seen  \'ancouver  or  the  Columbia  riser  since.

During  liis  life  a.s  a  <'ircuit  Ritlcr  on  the  frontiers  of  Oregon  James  Rayner  was  stationed  at  nearly 
every  permanent  settlement  in  that  vast  territory,  and  in  his  letters  to  his  relatives  in  Oliio  relates  many 
incidents  of  adventure  in  the  mountains  and  ttniong  tiie  hostile  Indians  of  the  I'mptjua  \';dley.  where  he 
was  stationed  for  five  years.  IIi>  Circuit  here  w;i>  the  entire  vtilley.  .j7  l>y  GO  mile>  in  extent,  and  in  one  of 
his  letter^  to  his  mother  he  speaks  of  haviuir  already  traveled  o\er  100. DOO  miles  in  the  service  of  the  church. 
In  lS(i4  he  was  appointed  Chaplain  in  the  V .  S.  Army,  and  was  at  first  stationed  at  Fort  Stilacoom: 
then  at  Sitka,  Alaska,  and  later  at  Fort  Alcatraz.  Angel  Island,  California,  and  San  Mateo. 

We  will  quote  from  one  more  letter  which  gives  some  incidents  leading  uj)  to  the  ceremonies  relative 
to  the  transfer  of  Ahiska  to  the  United  States  in  1S(>7,  and  of  which  he  took  part  in  his  official  capacity. 

Angel   Island,  Calif.  Oct.  4,   1S71. 

Dear  Brother: — I  received  your  letter  in  due  time  and  was  very  grateful  for  the  particulars  it  contained. 
I  am  inclined  to  continue  my  correspondence  and  try  to  give  \ou  a  true  picture  ot  life  on  the  Pacific  Coast  as 
I  have  found  it.  •  *  «  [n  the  lall  of  lj^67  we  started  from  Fort  Stilacoom  for  Alaska:  Crossed  Puget  Sound 
and  the  Straits  of  Fuca  and  landed  at  X'ictoria.  This  is  an  English  town,  and  the  capitol  of  British  Columbia. 
The  people  are  trul>  Io>al,  but  see  that  a  connection  with  the  United  States  government  would  add  much  to 
their  prcseperity.  and  a  great  many  of  them  wish  for  annexation.  The  order  and  morals  which  prevail  arc 
superior  to  our  .American  tow  n=.  1  he  Sabbath  is  almost  universally  observed.  It  is  a  day  ot  quiet  and  Church 
service.  The  W'esleyan  Methodist,  Scotch  Presfiyterian,  and  Episcopal  Churches  are  the  principal  ones. 
The  Catholics  have  a  church,  convent,  and  schwjl,  but  I  think  are  amlost  without  influence. 

There  are  many  beautiful  residences  in  the  town,  occupied  chiefly  by  officials  who  have  been  sent  out 
from  England,  and  retired  officers  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Company.  •  •  •  Here  we  left  the  two  girls  at 
Angella  Female  College,  and  on  .\Ionda\  morning,  with  sad  fiearts,  embarked  on  the  steamer  and  sailed  up 
the  channel  between   \'ancouvers   Island  and   the  main  land. 

The  scenery  was  very  beautiful  as  we  passed  i::land  after  island,  for  the  day's  ^ail  was  among  islands 
of  every  description  and  size.  .At  night  we  reached  Naninio,  where  lay  the  "Stephens",  a  great  ocean  ~tcanier 
with  the  soldiers  an<l  officers  on  board  who  were  to  be  our  companions  for  the  voyage,  and  perhaps  for  years. 
'  She  had  accidentalK'  got  aground  with  her  immense  cargo,  and  all  wa?  confusion  when  we  arrived.     .A  huge 

rope  was  throw  n  to  our  steamer  and  tastened  to  the  stern  of  the  Stephen,  antl  in  a  few  minutes  we  slow  l>  hauled 
her  into  deep  water. 

I'll  stop  here  until  the  next,  and  if  > ou  would  like  to  have  the  story  continued  you  must  write  and  tell 
me  you  were  interested.  Your  Brother  James.
